Radto Hong Kong. 

Unfortunntely the plan felt 
through, partly owlng to the 
aetual or expected departure from 
the Colony of the tentatively 
selected speakers, and partly to 
the somewhat meugre encourage- 
ment we recelved from other 
Lources. 

Recently, tsowever, several of 
lhe same group decided to try 
and anake the plan work effici- 
enlly, if that.is aot all possible. 
Obviously, the first step is to 
discover whether there is a need 
for such talks and whether they 
would be a welcome addition to 
the Radio Hong Kong programme. 
I{ seems to members of this in- 
formal group (and many. of their 
friends) that €nglishmen and 
other. Westerners, Ilving In such 
close proximity ‘to Eastern life 
as we do, would welcome sone 
information concerning tho more 
basic principles underlying it. 

At the present thme, the Eng- 
lich programmes of Radio Hong 
Kong are almost complotely den!- 
ed of any features which would 
indicate that our surroundings 
are in any way different {rom 
those of Margate or \Blackpool— 
that is, if we except the weather 
reports and the brief summary 
of’ Chinese news with which the 
daily p ec closes. We feel 


almost certnin that there are 


many Westerners dn Hong Kong {- 


who share‘ our views and wHo 
would enjoy the talks we have in 
mind, provided they ar: made 
cufficiently interesting and not 
at all academic, | 

There js also w very ~ large 
number of English-speaking Chi- 
nese Usteners who would prob- 
obly relish something other than 
the sad war-news which now 
forms our only “Asiatic fare” 
Moreover, .the disturbed state of 
China has resulted in the pre- 
sence in the Colony of many 
people who have devoted their 
lives to ‘the study of.’ various 
branches of Eastern life and 
thought—people who can com- 
mana Jarge and attentive audi- 


ences In any Western-city of this] p, 


size. Should not we, who are so 
intimately concerned with the 
affalrs of Asia, be happy to re- 
ceive an opportunity of hearing 
them speuk? : 
The success of our plan de- 
pends entirely on the amount of 
publle response. Those interested 
are therefore urged to send in 
thelr names to me, through: the 
courtesy of this paper, and to

\MORE THAN 


EUROPE’S. 


Washington, September 13. 
The International Monetary Fund stated today that 
price cuts necessary to expand oxports to dollar’ 
markets would in many cases scem possible 


only. through an adjustment in exchange rates.: 
This was a dominant theme of the Fund’s annual 
report published at the opening of its forth 


annual meeting here. , 


The report claimed that the 

establishment of the Fund was 
an indication of the general accep- 
tance of the principle that, the 
exchange policy of one country 
Affects the well-being of all 
others. 
, Distinguishing between stnblii- 
{ty and rigidity of exchange 
rptes, it asserted: “The Fund 
agreement recognises that changes 
In exchango rates can and, under 
upproprite conditions, should be, 
an Instrument — of 
policy.” 

It might’ be preferable for a 
country to change an unsuitable 
exchange rate rather than risic 
internal deflation and unemploy- 
ment or restrict imports unduly. 

Discussing ‘“cross-rates” - (the 
ratio between any two currencics, 
as compared with their respec- 
tive dollar rates), the Fund at- 
tached great importance to — the 
maintenance of orderly cross- 
rates, as an essential clement in 
a forcign exchange policy based 
on o realistic pattern of par 
values. : 

The adoption of convartibility 
before suMicient progress has boen 
made towards establishing the 
necessary conditions would be 
too risky. 


Gold ‘Policy

As reported in the “China 
Mail” today, more than 130,- 
QUO tons of shipping have left 
Hong Kong for Communist 
ports. since the Nationalist 
blockade began. In point of 
fact, the total may be much 
larger, as a number of other 
vessels are believed to have 
gone to Tientsin, ete., while 
announcing their destination 
simply as Korea or Tokyo. 

The trade is a highly lucra- 
tive one. Even considering 
the very high insurance risks 
and bonus payments to 
crews, the three or four hun- 
dred per ~-cent profit often 
made is ample compensation 
for the ingenuity of traders 
and shippers. 

It is fairly obvious that in 
recent weeks the Nationalists 
have exerted themselves to 
make the closure of enemy- 
held ports as effective as pos- 
sible, and with this end in 
view they have gone to ex- 
tremes far beyond their rights 
under international aw. 
They may have shown the 
inadequacy of their own 


_|armed fleet, but on the few 


gecasions when they have 
succeeded in intercepting a 
merchantman, they have not 
hesitated to use force. 

The Royal Navy declared 
two days ago that it did not 
recognise the right of Chi- 
nese gunboats” to seize for- 
eign vessels, and though 
tricky maritime legal issues 
do exist, the consensus of 
juridical opinion is definitely 
on the- Navy's. side, Just 
what can be done to prevent 
ships being fired at or im- 
pounded is, however, an- 
other matter. .

There is no ration- 
ing. Sugar, the last rationed com- 
modity, “went off” recently. Eggs, 
meat, vegetables and fruit are 
plentiful and cheap. . 

The Italian population of As- 
mara has nearly doubied of recent 
years, and |n. the’ European sec- 
tions, with thelr big'blocks of flats 
and tre¢-lined streets of villos 
there Is a housing shortage. But 
the Itallan- working classes do not 
seem to share the ideas of segrega- 
tion common among tost colonial 
Peoples; thousands of them llve, 
comfortably. enough, in cheap 
“mixed” areas. 

Perhaps it ts this tendency to 
| “mix” which ie responsible for the 
fact that, whatever their shortcom- 
ings as colonists, the Italians have 
one gift which 1s thelrs ulone—the 
gift of spreading. thelr language 
and an essentially Italian atmos- 
phere throughout the towns they 
occupy.

Criminal Law 


It would exercise = eriminal 
Jurisdiction over all offences coimn- 
mitted in either zone when either 
the victim or the accused is o 
non-resident of that zone. 

In civll cases, it would apply 
the local law in noccordance with 
the general principles of private 
international Jaw, 

The law of the zone.In whlch 
the crime was committed would 
be applied In criminal cases with 
the further proviso that when in 
doubt the law afd procedure of 
the zone more favourable to the 
recused should be applied. 

The Statute lays down that the

The Holy Places 


The Commissioner would be 
empowered to station guards in 
and outside all Holy Places as 
well as to drdw up regulations to 
assure their protection and free 
access to them. He would be able 
to station guards along certain 
urban routes normally used by 
ministers and members of the 
Christian, Jewish and Moslem 
religions communities proceeding 
to the Holy Places, buildings and 
sites.
